'Muddy Taste1 Is Back Again 


That "muddy taste" is in Corsicana's 


drinking water again, and while 
disagreeable to the palate, it's safe and 
soon will be back to normal, Willard 
Davis, city director of utilities, said 
Friday. 


"The algae got out of control at the 


lakes (Navarro . Mills and 
Lake 


Halbert), but we have started a dif- 
ferent treatment and hope it will cure 
our ills in a few days," Davis said. 


"We have had numerous complaints 


about the muddy taste of the water in 
recent days. There is probably no way 
we can completely eliminate it, but we 
can do a lot to improve it and we are 
working on it," he added. 


The standard procedure to control the 


algae on which microscopic ac- 
tinomycetes feed is to treat the lakes 
with copper sulphate to kill the algae. 


Davis said in the past week, when the 


algae kill-out got out of control, plant 
operators at the filtration plants at both 
Lake Navarro Mills and Lake Halbert, 
still used as the secondary source of 
supply, began using a new treatment 
process. The new treatment involves 
use of potassium permanganate to kill 
the actinomycetes-microscopic "bugs" 
which give the bad taste. The new 
chemicals are being fed into the raw 
water intake to treat the raw water 
before it comes into the filtration 
plants. 


Only one financial institution

ferent basically I are being 
questioned. But unfortunate- 
ly they are being question- 
ed only by a small section of 


the consumer public. Nutri- 
tion is being relegated to 
second place in the buyer's 
mind.
